In the New Hampshire of 1806 there 
was no such thing possible as leaping at 
once into a lucrative practice, nor even of 
slowly acquiring it.

BOB a year was among the 
most successful, and the leader of the bar 
in New Hampshire could not earn $2;0u0. 
The chief employment of Daniel Webster, 
during the first year or two of his practice, 
was collecting debts due in New Ham- 
pshire to merchants in Boston. His first 
tin sign has been preserved to the present 
day, to attest be its minuteness and previ- 
ty the bumble expectations of its proprie- 
tor. U D. Webster, Attorney," is the in- 
scription it bears. The old Court-Houst: 
still stands in which he conducted his 
' first suit, before his own father as presid- 
ing judge. Old men in that pnrt of New 
Hampshire were living until within these 
few years, who remember well «ecing this 
tall, oaunt, and large-eyed young lawyer 
| rise slowly, as though scarcely able to get 
upon bis i'cet, and giving to every one UM 
bjBpresion that be would soon be obliged 
to sit down from mere physical weakness, 
and saying to his father, for the first and 
last time. '-May it please your Honor." — 
The sheriff of the county, who was also a 
Webster, used to say that he felt ashamed 
to see the family represented at the Bar" by 
so lean and feeble a young man. The 
tradition is. that he acquitted himself so 



the lower cud of the class came to Eunice. wcl . 1 OB tkb oeotrfoB that the Sheriff was 

satisfied, and cltonts came, with their lit- 
tle suits and stnallar foes in considerable 
numbers, to the office of 1). Webster, At- 
torney, who thenceforth in the country 
round went by the name of "All-eyes." — 
His father never heard him speak again. 
He lived to see Daniel in successful prac- 
tice, and Ezckiel a student of law, and died 
in 180(5, prematurely old. Daniel Web- 
ster practiced three years in the country, 
and then, resighiug his business to his 
brother, established himself at Portsmouth 
tho seaport of NewIIampshire,|then a place 
of much foreign commerce. Ezckiel had 
and a most desperate struggle with pover- 
ty. At one time, when the family, as Dan- 
iel observed, was "heinously unprovided," 
we »ee the much-enduring "Zake" teach- 
ing an academy by day, an eveuiug school 
for sailors, and keeping well up with his 
class in college beside. But these pre- 
liminary troubles were now at end. and 
both the brothers took the places won by 
so much toil and self-sacrifice. — Mr. Par-

Those who don.t advertise at all or only 
to a very limited extent have failed to pro- 
tit by the uniform experiences of men of 
business in all countres and in all times 
since the newspaper became an inatitution. 
The great lessou which experience teaches 
is evident from the fact that the amount of 
advertising increases not only with every 
generation but with every deoade and ev- 
ery year. You will never hear a man com- 
plain of having advertised too much, but 
thousands daily confess their regret at hat- 
ing neglected so sure aud obvious a means 
of profit. Of all the numerous persons in 
the United States, who. during our long 
editorial life have distinguished themselv- 
es by the large extent of their advertising, 
wo don't know of any one that has failed 
to amass a princely fortune. No doubt it 
required considerable nerve at first to ven- 
ture upon ;the cxpendit ures necesssry to 
advertising largely, but the wisdom of th» 
policy is so well established now that pre- 
cious little nerve, if any, is called into re- 
quisition. 

People abroad judge us by the standard 
of the advertising columns of our paper* 
more than by any other. And thus it is 
and must and will ever contfinue to be. — 
Occasionally you will find a man, a can- 
didate for business, who will tell you that 
he dosen t advertise because he ins't mak- 
ing any money ! What a straiigly absurd 
reason ! If a man isnt making money, let 
him by advertising, draw to himself the 
business whereby he can make it: and, if 
he is making a small or a large amount of 
money, let him advertise for the business 
whereby he Ml make more. Ot all the 
thousands who advertise, we don't believe 
that any fail to profit by it. And we have 
had far better means of judging than most 
people. — LmdfviUe .Imirwtl.

Kentk ky Leoisi.atlre. — The Lower 
House of our Legislature has passed a bill, 
creating ■ conventional rate of interest, by 
a vote of 5<l to 3fi. The bill provides that 
when no agreement is made six pur cent, 
shall be the rate of interest: parties may 
agree, in writing, for the payment of in- 
terest not exceeding ten per cent : provis- 
ions of the bill not to apply to banks or 
other corporations : that if a greater rate 
than ten per cent, is reserved, the inter- 
est in excess of ten per cent, shall not he 
recovered. 

A joint resolution was introduced in the 
Lower House of our Legislature, and re- 
ferred to the Committee on General Rela- 
tions, recommending the President to 
grant a ueneral amnesty, and especially 
pardon John C. Breckinridge, so that ho 
may return to his home. 

The Senate has passed a bill to creet
